However strongly 
the industrial element may have asserted itself in the 
many interesting exhibits, no matter how extensive the 
appeal of the applied sciences may be, the final and last- 
ing effect will be found in the great and enduring lesson 
of beauty which the Exposition so unforgetably teaches."
